The defence minister singled out

Health Minister Mordechai Gur 
charged yesterday tbat patients in 
Israel’s geriatric hospitals were in 
danger (rf dying because of the dis- 
pute between the Treasury, the 
Healtb MGnistiy, the National Insur- 
ance Institnte'and Kupat Holim ab- 
out the transfer of fimte.

Prance recalls ambassador, 
curbs investments in S. A. 


PARIS. - The French government,' 
protesting agmnst “increasing rep-, 
xession” in South Africa, yesterday 
recalled its ambassador to Pretoria, 
and suspended any new investments' 
in the coimtiy. Prime Afinister Lau-' 
rent Fabius announced. 

It also caU^ on the UN Seca^- 
Gmncii to put forth a resolution 
condemning “practices" in South 
Africa, the prime minister said. He 
urged other nations to join France in 
its protest At UN headquarters tee 
Security Council has been called into 
session today in response to France's 
urgent request. 

French Ambassador to the UN 
Claude de Kemoularia told report 
teis after dosed-door consultations 
with the otiier members of tbe 15- 
nation body that most of them wel- 
comed France's imtialxve, but there' 
was no response ^ the U.S. and 
British representatives. 

The U.S. and Britain ofmose sanc- 
tions against South >^ca, and 
either of them could veto a resolu- 
tion calling for such measuL-es. 

In London, Foreign Secretary Sir 


Geoffrey Howe yesterday told Par- 
liament that Britain detests and de- 
plores South Africa's ^artiieid poli- 
cies, but added; 'We do not believe 
the solution of economic sanctions 
would be helpfol either towards the 
remov^ of apartheid or towards the 
promotion of the interests of people 
most adversely affected by it. ” 

In Johannesburg, police said 
yesterday they have detained 665 
anti-apartheid activists under 
emergency powers, averaging more 
than 2^ de^tiofis a day since the 
decree took effect Sunday. A 
police statement said the emergen^ 
measures have led to a decrease in 
incidents in which serious injuries or 
death have result, and in damage 
to property. 

Police headquarters reported nine 
incidents of arson and five of stone- 
throwing Tuesday ni^t and yester- 
day morning in riots in Cape Pro- 
vince in the sonth and the Transvaal 
in the north. They said two band 
grenades wm thrown throt^ a 
window of a house but no injuries 
were reported. (AP, Reuter)

Unions ready : 
for tough talks 
but no strikes

TEL A'Vrv. - Trade union officials 
are gearing up for tough negotiations 
- but not strikes - after the govern- 
ment's decision yesterday to reduce 
tee public-sector work-force by 6 per 
cent. 

With the decision to effect the 
dismissals in tee framework of ex- 
isting collective labour agreements, 
and not by emergency decrees, the 
focus has moved to the trade union, 
or branch, level. 

The Histadrut's Trade Union De- 
partment decided yesterday that dis- 
missal initiatives ^m public-sector 
employers would be dealt with by 
the appropriate trade uniqns and 
works committees. The Histadrut. 
as the central trade union body, will 
not be directly involved in the pro- 
cess. 

The cabinet's decision to pay the 
14 per cent wage compensation to 
public-seaor workers, dong with its 
acknowledgement tbat the decrees 
were suspended as regards labour 
relations, was greeted by Histadrut 
officials as a si^iificant victory. 

Histadrut Secretary-General Yis- 
rael Kessar said teat be was “grati- 
fied” by tbe dedsion to pay the 
compensation, which was agreed on 
by tee Kstadrut and the private- 
sector employers last week. He 
added, however, that the Histadrut 
did not accept tee dismissals deci- 
sion. though it accepted the need to 
streamline the public sector. 

“We are not hurrying to take 
industrial action and go out on strike 
as long as the labour agreements 
remain in effect." he said. He 
advised the government to avoid 
dismissals by ^pporting voluntary 
retirement. 

Reliance on work agreements 
means that tbe dismissal process 
could take a long time. However, 
Finance Mmister Moda’i said yester- 
day that the Histadrut had agreed to 
reduce the period by three weeks. 
Most a^ements provide for a 90- 
day period. 

According to tbe agreements, the' 
names of those to be dismissed must 
be submitted to the relevant works 
committee for sqiproval. Disagree- 
ments between management and the 
works committee are resolved by a 
committee consisting of equal num- 
bers of workers and management 
representatives.

Cabinet chooses firings 
instead of cutting wages

Ministries aod other public- 
sector bodies have until noon 
today to present their lists of 
candidates for dismissals totall- 
ing 3 per cent of their workforce. 
Next week Finance Minister 
Moda'i is to present to the 
cabinet a list of public-sector 
departments and government 
operations that will be closed or 
cut as a second round of reduc- 
tions of the public-sector work- 
force. 

These steps result from the 
cabinet's decision yesterday to dis- 
miss 6 per cent of the workers in the 
public seaor. The firings are to take 
place according to coflective wage 
agreements, and not through 
emergency regulations. 

The cabinet also decided that 
public-sector workers will get a 14 
per cent wage increment in August, 
the same rise that private-sector em- 
ployees are to receive. 

But Moda'i announced yesterday 
that he had instructed government 
clerks not to programme their com- 
puters to adjust workers' expense, 
clothing and car allowance for infla- 
tion. This is likely to affect not only 
the public seaor but the private 
seaor as well, since the latter usually 
follows government practice in 
paying these allowances. 

Moda’i said yesterday that there is 
an understanding with the Histadrut 
that the unions will not drag their 
feet in tee negotiations on dismis- 
sals. According to the normal proce- 
dures, the process of dismissal takes 
some 90 days. 

Treasury officials said Histadrut 
Secretary-General Yisrael Kessar 
and Trade Union Department 
Chairman Haim Habeneld had 
proposed to Moda'i doubting the 
number of dismissals in the puhbc 
seaor. instead of reducing wages by 
3 per cent and firing 3 per cent, 

' Tbe officials said that the labour 
federation leadership promised on 
Tuesday to cut tee time needed to 
complete tee dismissal procedure by 
21 days, so tbat it will take only some 
two months to fire tbe employees. 

These comments by Moda’i and 
his aides angered some of the minis- 
ters, who feared the Histadrut would 
be forced to deny there had been any 
oral accord. “Moda'i is not the kind 
^ person 1 would steal horses with," 
one of the ministers said. 

The cabinet dedsion empowered 


Moda’i to determine by himself 
which government operations and 
functions will be abolished or cur- 
tailed to make way for the second 
half of the dismissals. 

Tbe cabinet rejected a proposal by 
Education Minister Yitteak Navon 
tbat some sort of consultations be- 
tween the finance minister and the 
edier ministers be held before derid- 
ing what will be closed or cut back. 

Senior government sources said 
yesterday that it is not yet clear how 
Moda'i will be able to convince the 
ministries to reduce those opera- 
tions. since in some cases this will 
lead to closure of entire offices. In 
the past similar proposals were defe- 
ated by ministerial opposition, and it 
is believed that a similar fate may 
await the coming round of cuts. 

Moda’i said that the second half of 
the dismissals will be carried out so 
as to bring greater efficiency to the 
public bureaucracx'. 

Moda'i declined to say whether in 
the future he would continue to pay 
to civil servants the wage increments 
tbat the privaie-seaor employers 
and the Histadrut agreed on. 
Apparently he will decide this only 
after the dismissals are carried out. 

After tbe cabinet meeting Moda'i 
said that tee emergency regulations, 
which are still legally in effect, 
empower the government to reduce 
public-sector salaries by 3 per cent 
by deducting this figure from pay 
increases. 

This remark was understood to 
mean that if the Histadrut blocks the 
dismissals or if the ministers reject 
ModaTs proposals for closing gov- 
ernment Iradies, he would cut wages. 

Moda'i said he would know 
whether yesterday's derision was an 
achievement only at tbe end of the 
pro^. But he stressed that the 
decisions were not a deviation from 
tee goveroment’s emergency econo- 
-mic.plan. 

During the meeting minister 
Prime Ntoister Peres said teat the 
debate bad noteing to do with the 
quality of public-sector workers, but 
with the g^ernmem's duty to slash 
expenditure.' 

Deputy Prime Minister David 
Levy proposed that the emergency 
regulations be aboUteed, but this 
was not accepted. Levy later argued 
that the decision to fire workers 
through normal procedures showed 
that be was right when he opposed 
the dedsion to use deaees at the 
cabinet meeting on July 1, when tbe 
plan was approved.

PreedLebanese wdeomed, Beni raps U.S-, Israel

Jordan wants a peace agreement, 
but is afraid of ne^tiations; the 
jPLO wants negotiations - to win 
U.S. recognition - but does not want 
a peace agreement. 

Prime Minister Peres made etbis 
evaluation yesterday in reply to mo- 
tions for the agenda by Yair Tsaban 
(Mapam) and Dan Meridor (Likud- 
Herut). They ra^ the question of 
the Jordan-PLO delegation to talks 
with the U.S., and Peres's recent 
meetings with BetUehem Mayor 
Elias Freij and former Nablus mayor 
Hikmat al-Ma$ri. 

There ate three differenoes be- 
tween the people Israel is prepared 
to talk to and those it is not, Peres 
said: ibe former do not belong to a 
terror organization and do not en- 
gage in terror; they recognize the 
State of Israel; and they are willing 
to talk to Israel. 

Peres said al-Masri, now depu- 
ty president of the Jordanian Senate , 
^eij, and former Gaza mayor 
Rasbad a-Shawa are authentic lead- 


ers fron the territories. But they are 
apparently unacceptable to the PLO 
because do not belong to a 
terror oiganizatioD. 

“The problem is not to examine 
that tzUziot (ritual fringes) but to 
examine their daggers,” Peres said. 
Israel does not want to impose cen- 
sorship on the views of the delega- 
tion, but it will not sit with anyone 
who ga ve an order to murder women 
and children in Israel, he said. 

Peres said that Jordan no longer 
demands a promise that all the terri- 
tories be returned as a condition for 
partidpating in peace talks. But 
there is no sign that the PLO is 
piepared to rescind the Palestinian 
Covenant, he said. Its main interest 
seems to be U.S. recogaitioii. 

Foreign Minister Shamir dealt 
with the same subject in reply to a 
motion for the agenda by Yossi Sarid 
(Gtizen's Rights Movement). 

He said that the very holding of 
talks in Washington with RLG dele- 
gates will constitute recognition of 
that organization. Jordan, be said, 
must cfaoose between oooperatioa 
with the PLO and peace with Israeu

President Herzog, who has re- 
ceived an official invitation to visit 
Australia at the end of this year, is 
letting Foreign Mioistei Itzhak 
Shamir and the cabinet decide 
whether he should go.

Australian Jewry have offered to 
supply two small planes to take the 
president to the various countries in 
the area. 

Many Australian dignitaries have 
visited Israel in die last few months.

Premier opposes trading 
of Golan for Soviet Jews

Israel should not give up part of 
the Golan Heights in a deal with the 
USSR for the release of Soviet Jews, 
Prime Minister Peres said yesterday. 

Peres was replying to a question 
by Geula Cohen (Tehiya) seeking 
confirmation of a recent item in 
Ha’aretz reporting that he bad once 
proposed such an exdiange. The 
report said the number of Jews he 
had mentioned was 16S,()00 and 
hiiited that he had m^e the propos- 
al as minister of defence in 1976. 

Peres denied haring made die sug- 
gestion Mule saving as prime irmiic . 
ter, but did not spedfiotily deny that 
he proposed the d^ whUe defence 
minister. “I don't know what forum 
and what occasion Ha'araz is refer- 
ring to," he said. 

“In any case,” he srid, “1 don't 
think we should make such propos- 
als. 

“Land for Jews, or Jews for 
land?" asked Rabbi Menahem 
Hacoben (Alignment). 


Commenting on the report broad- 
cast by Kol xlsrael Friday on the 


meeting in Paris of Israel Ambassa- 
dor Ovadia Sofer and Soviet Ambas- 
sador Yuli VoTOiritsov, Peres con- 
ceded that tbe leak bad caused con- 
siderable damage. 

Replying to Elazar Granot 


(Mapam), he said both he and the 
foreign minister are examining how 
the leak had occurred.

Meanwhile, shortly after leaving 
the apartment of a Leningrad refuse- 
nik at 1.30 a.m. on July 19, cl^ 
correspondent and his American 
companion were accosted on one of 
the city's main streets by two brawny 
men who knocked us to the ground 
and made off with our shoulder- bags 
whidi contained notes and film of 
our meetings with refuseniks. 

No attempt was made to rob us of 
money or other valuables, and the 
man who attacked my companion 
shouted "zhid” (kike) while kicking 
and beating him about tbe head. He 
suffered a broken rib and mild con- 
cussion, and was taken to a Lening- 
rad hospital for observation during 
our last 24 hours in the Soviet Union. I

She said that the CCA’s 1,000 volunteer inspec- 
tors. deployed in stores ail over the country, had 
found the old Nesher beer in only a couple of 
stores in two or three towns, while the “Nesher 
Plus” was available everywhere. 

Concerning Gali shoes. Kringer said that they 
had complained to' the Industry Ministry but had 
not yet received a reply. 

Ze'ev Galmor, the comptroller of prices, mono- 
polies and canels at the jtodustry Ministry, told 
The Post that diis practice had b^n particularly 
prevalent during the package deals earlier this 
year, when the manufacturers who could not raise 
prices chan ged Ae packaging and the content 
slightly so that they could diarge a higher price for 
a “new product.” 

“We closed.this loophole by putting out a new 
regulation that manufacturers who want to come 
out with a new product have first to receive this 
office's approval,” Calmor said. 

But he admitted that an extremely large number 
of companies had practised this ruse before the 
new regulation was introduced. 

Spedfically concerning the cases mentioned, 
Galmor said: “We are still investigating the 


“Nesher Plus" beer and would prefer not to 
comment on it until we finish our investigation." 

Jost the same, we asked him if the National 
Breweries, which are a monopoly, did not have an 
obligation to produce the lower-priced Nesher 
beer. too. Galmor said that according to the law. 
the firm is only obligated to sell, but there is no 
obligation to manufacture - "and if they do not 
manufacture, they do not have annhing to sell." 

T^e ?ost learned from ministry sources that the 
Industry Ministry does have ways to pressure 
companies to manufocture - such as easing import 
controls on beer from abroad. 

Siunuel Dror. the general manager of National 
Breweries, told The'Post that the company had 
put in a request to manufacture “Nesher Plus" in 
January. 

“According to the regulation then, if we did not 
receive a reply in two weeks from the comptroller 
of prices at the Industry Ministry, this meant an 
automatic approval. We did not receive a reply, so 
we went ahead." 

Concerning the old Nesher beer. Dror claims 
that itis still teing manufociured. but in very small 
quantities. He r^sed to reveal how small these 
quantities were. 

“We cannot supply everyone." he said. “We 
are only making limited quantities. But if some- 
one wants this Nesher beer so much, let him come 
to our &ctory in Netanya, and we will sell him as 
much-as be wants." 


Suspect charged with four T A rapes

TEL AVIV. - Police yesterdav 
charged a suspect with four of the 
eight rapes that occurred from mid- 
1984 to April 1985 in North Tel 
Aviv. 

Yusuf Mahajna. 31. of Umm al- 
Fahm was arrested two months ago. 
The police then held a press confer- 
ence to announce the capture of the 
"North Tel Aviv rapist." stressing 
that the man was suspected o^ eight 
rapes. 

But according to the charge sheet 
presented yesterday againsT Maha- 


jna, he committed four rapes, 
attempted one other rape, broke 
into seven apartments and attemp- 
ted burglaries in two other woinen's 
apartments in Tel Aviv. 

ENslice sources said that Mahajna's 
fingerprints were found on one rape 
victim, and on a knife he left in 
another victim’s flat. The sources 
added that other laboratory tests 
bear out the charges. 

The prosecution is to ask the court 
today to remand Mahajna until the 
end of the court proceedings against 
him. 

The eight rapes, several of which 


were quite brutal, all seemed welt- 
planned. Each was carried out by the 
rapist's breaking into ground-floor 
apartments of single women. 

In one rape attempt on Rehov 
Mandelstam, the suspect allegedly 
broke into the apunmem. choked 
the woman, and threatened her with 
a knife from her kitchen. She man- 
aged to run to a window and scream, 
whereupon the would-be rapist 
escaped. 

In the last case, on Rehov Mapu. u 
young woman wu.s raped and her 
^Id locket was stolen bv the rapist.

Health eiiqierts favour discounts, supermarket sale of drugs

The above recommendation, for 
instance, will require legislation, 
since by law all medicine pikes in 
private phannades are now uni- 
fonn. 

A ministry committee headed hy 
Director-General Dan NfichaeU, 
mean^nle, is conskteiing changes in 
the marketing of medicines -such as 
possiUy selling them in supermar- 
kets. 

If both price reductions and addi- 
tional sales outlets are permitted, 
ways will have to be found to protect 
consumer interests wUeat the same

Pharmadsts told reporters after 
the press conference why tb^ object 
to dropping uniform prices. “1 ipro- 
vide a service, not a product,” 
pharmacist Yosef Shor said. “If 1 sell 
a medidne for IS900 and someone 
else sells it for 151,000, the p^ent 
will think maybe I sold him a! less 
benefidal medcine. If I sell it for 
ISl.OOO and the other man sells for 
TS900, the patient will think Fm a 
thief. 

Other committee recommenda- 
tions were tiiat the consumer price of 


medicines manufactured in Israel 
should not be allowed to exceed 
three times the cost of manufacture, 
and that importers of medirines 
should be required to dedare the 
price at which the medidne is sold in 
its country of origin to insure that the 
drug is not overpriced here. 

Doctors shodd also be encour- 
aged to used generic rather than 
brand names in prescriptions, the 
committee said, and suggested that 
the pharmadst's profit margin be 
greater on less ex^sive medicines 
and lower on more expensive ones, 
to encourage the pharmacists to re- 
commend the less expensive item.

Haifa. - "This is the end of the 
line." said veteran Ata worker Meir 
Weizman after registering as unem- 
ployed yesterday." 

He was one of 150 employees of 
the bankrupt textile concern who 
registered themselves as jobless. 

Only 30 asked to be listed for 
re-training courses. The majority, 
like Weizman. believed they h^ 
little chance of finding alternative 
work. 

“T feel humiliated and ashamed to 
register myself as unemployed.” said 
60-year-old Weizman, an Ata em- 
ployee for 25 years. 

“At my age I don't think there is a 
chance m a thousand of getting 
another job and that applies to many 
of the people here." he declared. 

Weizman accused the government 
of letting down Ata workers and not 
even having the courage to declare 
the firm closed. 

“We have been sitting in the fac- 
tory here for more than two months, 
but it didn't get us anywhere. All we 
have done is provide some attraction 
for the people who pass by and stare 
at us as if we were monkeys in a 
zoo." he said. 

Weizman. who is married with 
four grown children, complained 
that he had no money to pay electric 
and water bills. “I am so upset and 


angry that nobody can talk to me 
when I'm at home because 1 shout all 
the time." he said. 

Staff of the Employment Bureau 
and National Insurance Institute 
commandeered a hut opposite the 
Kiryat Ata fectory to conduct the 
registration. The procedure is to 
continue for the next few days until 
all the 870 employees at the' Kiryat 
Ata and Kurdaneh factories have 
been registered. 

But works comminee chairman 
Gershon Peled vowed they would 
continue the fight to save the firm. 
He said they had agreed to the 
registration to ensure that workers 
would get some wages while efforts 
to find a buyer continued. 

It would be a tragedy at this period 
when the government wants to dis- 
miss foousands of public service em- 
ployees to close a production firm 
with export capacity, he maintained.

This'was done at the 
insistence of Eliahu Ben-EHssar and 
Benny Shalita (both Likud) and 
Matti Peled (Progressive List for 
Peace). All members voted for this 
except for Yossi Sand (Citizen's 
Rights Movement), who voted 
against and GeuJa Cohen (Tehiya), 
who abstained.

Sea, sun and sand is a formula that many of us consider 
essential for any vacation. And for some of us, at least, 
tiiat is enough- 

The two Plages of Michmoret and Beit Yannai, just 
north of Netanya on the coast, don’t bother with 
advertising, but diey are known to thousands of Israelis 
who make yearly i^grimages to them to rent a room or 
two during the summer.

Pot those seeking peace and quiet, Beit Yannai seems 
to be the better choice, as M^moret's recently-built 
Nueiba, complete with restaurant and pub, seems to 
have tumedlto latter town into a swinging community. 
On the ofoeDhand; such exdaeinem might be nice if yem 
want to do something other than watch the siin set.

- Prime Minis- 
ter Rajiv Gandhi and top Sikh poli- 
tical leader Harchand Singh Lon- 
gowal announced yesterday that 
they have signed an agreement en- 
ding the thrcc-year-old crisis in Indi- 
a's Punjab state. 

In a joint statement, the two lead- 
ers said the settlement marks the end 
of "confrontation" between the gov- 
ernment and Sikhs in Punjab. 

Gandhi told the lower house of 
Parliament in a separate statement . 
that the settlement is b^ed on a 
package deal worked out by senior 


government olSdals and top Sikh 
leaders. 

LongowaTs Akali Dal Party had 
been spearheading statewide agita- 
tion greater political and reli- 
gious autonomy in Punjab, India's 
breadbasket. 

Few of the party's 52 listed de- 
mands were accept^ in the package 
settlement. The government also 
dined to accept Sikh demands fbr an 
amnesty for Sikh soldiers who muti- 
nied last year, withdrawal of army 
troops and scrapping of special 
courts in Punjab. 


It is doubtful if the settlement will 
be acceptable to Sikh milztants who 
were kept out of the New Delhi 
talks . 

^We are fufly satisfied vrith the 
package settlement,” Longcwal 
said. 

Under the accord, the govern- 
ment conceded a major demand of 
the Sikhs -- the mer^ of disputed 
Chandigarh tenitoiy with Punjab. 

Gandhi also announced his gov- 
ernment is withdrawing the armed 
forces special powers act wUch gives 
Punjab authorities extraordinary 


powers to search and arrest without 
warrant. 

Anti-terrorist measures however 
were imposed on India's western 
Gujarat state yesterday to curb 
sectarian violence in which at least 
S7 people have been killed in the 
past week. 

The anti-terror law. which pro- 
vides the death penalty for exxremist 
acts that kill and gives authorities 
broad powers to search houses and 
hold secret trials, was passed in May 
after a Sikh militant bomb blitz in 
New Delhi and surrounding areas. 


Zimbabwe police nab nine, 
seize arms at Nkomo home 


HARARE. Zimbabwe (AP). - 
Government security officers yester- 
day raided the home here of opposi- 
tion leader Joshua Nkomo and took 
nine people into custody. Nkomo 
supporters s.'tid. 

Nkomo uos at the house when 
officers of the Central Intelligence 
Organization arrived but left 
promptly for an undisclosed destina- 
tion hi the capital and was not among 
those taken into custody, members 
of his party said. 

The government of Prime Minis- 
ter Robert Mugabe had no comment 
on the reports from the opposition. 

Earlier in the day, Nkomo said 
police came to his permanent resi- 
dence in the western city of Bula- 
wayo on Tuesday and confiscated 
seven firearms. 

He said the weapons were used by 
himself and his security guards for 
his protection . were all licensed, and 


were kept with permission of the 
Home Affairs Ministry. 

The two reponed raids follow the 
appointment of Enos Nkala as home 
affairs minister, who is now in over- 
all command of police. Nkala is 
regarded as one of Nkomo's bitterest 
foes and this week threatened to ban 
the opposition leader's Zimbabwe 
African People's Union. 

The government contends that 
Zapu suports anti-government guer- 
rilla activity in the southwestern pro- 
vince of Matabeleland, stronghold 
of Nkomo's minoritv Ndebele tribe.

Speaking to reporters at the end of 
a three-day viat to Greece, 
Zhivkov said the demiclearization of 
the RaUtans could bc the first step 
tofwaids a nudeat-free Europe. 

'*We believe top priority should be 
given to the idea of a uudear-foM 
Balkan area,'* he said. “Of course 
the countries ivolved have their dif- 
ferences in the matter but they 


should be gK’en second place." 

' Greek Prime Minis ter Andreas 
Papandreou revived the idea of such 
a . zone, originally proposed by Zhiv- 
kov several years ago. when he came 
to power in 1981. 

Papandreou, also took part in 

the news conference, said “Greece is 
ready to move forward with the 
idea.” 

Although Athens and Sofia favour 
the propt^. Albania has turned it 
down, Rumania is delaying its re- 
sponse and Turkey has raised 
apparently insurmountable objec- 
tions. 


Jordan, Iraq sign tran^rt cooperation pact

The Bank oflsrael, in case you'didn't know, is haring a 
hard time trying to nm the economy through interest 
rates, while money pours in from doUar-linked assets 
that nobody wants any more. 

Every few days the bank has to issue new regulations 
to dose up some loophole in a vain attempt to keep the 
economic ship of state on an even keel until the rest of the 
government’s measures begin to bite. 

One of these shots in the dark was fired on Tuesday 
and clos^ off some opportunities for foreigners and 
other privileged people, who are allowed to hold what 
are known as free-foreign cunency accounts. In essence, 
these accounts are supposed to be investment vehicles in 
foreign currency, so Uiat foreigners can deposit money in 
Israeili banks - and this is what the vast-bulk of the money 
in fact does, it simply sits and attracts interest. 

There are alk) pMple vriio bring money from abroad 
and actually invest in things here - whether real estate, 
shares or whatever. At least there used to be, and just 
recentiy I heard of someone whose brother-in-law’s 
cousin had met a person she thought mi^t know 
smneone who was thinlnng of maybe investing here 
...But, in any case, the foreign investor insists on baring 
the possibility of realising his investment, with any 
pr^ts that may have accrued (there was a time...) and 
reconverting mto his original currency and taking the 
money home again. Of course, he may or may not do 
that, but if he doesn’t have the option, he won'Hnvest in 
the first place. 

This right of reconversion has not been.touched in the 
recent changes. What the Bank of Israel has done is 
prevent the development of a situation, well-known to 
South Americans, from developing here. Faced with a 
poliqr of holding interest rates at high nominal levels, 
while Che rate of devaluation is frozen (more or less), 
there is an enormous temptation to bring in "hot money" 
for speculative use. All that one has to do is change the 
dollars into shekels, buy Treasury bills for a few weeks, 
then buy back a larger number of dollars with the 
swollen number of shekels that will result from the

interest accrued. 

If there were to be widespread belief in the stability of 
the exchange rate for a decent period of time, the amount 
of money that could flood in would be truly fr^tening. 
For better or worse, there is not that kind of faith in the 
government, but there was plent>’ of money already in 
the paiacfi, or free foreign currency accounts, that was 
already streaming into shekels, over and above the 
torrent flowing from dollar-linked pa/am accounts, held 
by Israelis. 

The Bank of Israel is trying to close the breach, both 
for foreigners, by restricting their right to buy back to 
cases of direa investment in shares or imperty. and for 
oUm and returning Israelis by imposing a six-month 
waiting period from the date of conversion until the date 
of reconversion. But these measures will only incom- 
mode the speculators and will not a%a bona fide 
investors. 

Despite these honourable intentions. Bank of Israel 
and Treasury officials are well aware of the extreme 
sensitivity of the paiaeh accounts to the issue of govern- 
ment credibility and the possibility of a move that will 
impact negatively on these accounts. Only a year ago. the 
Treasury made the blunder of using some patach money 
to cover up a temporary shortfoll in the country’s foreign 
currency reserves. 

Therefore, when announcing the new regulations, 
they should have stressed the fact that they are aimed at 
the “hot money” brigade, and will have no effect on the 
great bulk of patach account holders, nor were they 
designed to. 

Had the officials thought about it and not acted in such 
haste, they would also have realized that the new rules 
eliminate some of the black-market-oriented shenanni- 
gans that patach accounts can also be used for when 
conditions are right. 

But, in any event, they should make an effort - in 
conjunction with the conunerdal banks themselves, who 
are in more direct touch with the account-holders- to put 
things in perspective apd explain them fully.

TEL AVIV. - There was general 
weakness on the stock ex^ange 
yesterday, but especially in the bond 
market. All bond sectors fell back, 
but once again the worst falls were 
reserved for the dollar-linked sector. 
Quasi-bond bank shares in the 
"arrangement'' also slipped back 
• and yields reached 18% in some 
cases. 

The weakness in the bond market 
has now become endemic, with 
hardly a day passing without prices 
falling. 

The latest Bank of Israel regub- 
tions. which prevent money going 
from patah accounts into and out 
index-linked bonds on its way back 
to foreign-currency, may have been 
a faaor in yesterday's decline, but 
the fundamental trend is clearly 
downwa^. 

This is highlighted by the ongoing 
decline in interest-rates, which can 
be felt on the exchange in the Treas- 
ury bill sector. Although volume had 
dried up again by yesterday, the 
small demand that there was, pushed 
yields down in most of the series 
trading. 

Shares were mixed, with most sec- 
tors in the "free” market lower.This 
had been on the cards, given the 
slackening of demand that was felt 
on Tuesday, but in the volatile share 
market, the mixed pattern is unlikely 
to continue for long..

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Rabbis vs Rabbis 

NOTHING is new under the sun? Not true, suggested the 
Tuesday morning news. The two chief rabbis, titular heads of 
the Jewish clerical establishment, after meeting with prime 
minister, agreed to waive their earlier, provocative insistence 
on ritual immersion as their minimal condition for recognizing 
the Ethiopian immigrants’ Jewishness. 

From now on the thousands of recently arrived Ethiopians 
will be considered lawful occupants of the House of Israel, fully 
sharing in the rights and obligations of such occupancy. Habad 
schools will no longer be able to bar them on the ground diat 
they are not Jemsh; they will be entitled to be interred in a 
Jewish grave, and there will be no quesdon of their duty to 
serve in the Israel Defence Forces (though very, very complete 
Jews evidently are absolved of this duty). 

Rabbis Avraham Shapira and Mordeebai Eliahu have thus 
made a huge practical concession to the sensibilities of the 
Ethiopians, who were grievously offended by their portrayal as 
‘'incomplete'* Jews. But the chief rabbis also appeared to 
backtrack, although not conceding as much, on their previous 
claim that they could not help the Ethiopian because ttey were 
themselves prisoners of halacha. 

Halacha in fact proved pliant enough to permit the previous 
chief rabbinical team of Ovadia Yosef and Shlomo Goren to 
drop, after being forced out of high office, their original 
demand for the symbolic conversion of the Ethiopians by 
means of both immersion and ritual bloodletting; Rabbis 
Shapira and EUahu had themselves already waived bloodlettii^ 
as a requirement, even though bolding on to immersioa; while 
some hardline rabbis, such as Agudat YisraeFs Eliezer S^acb, 
keep calling for immersion as well as bloodletting. 

In brief, a dedsion on the issue seems very much to be a 
question of who calls the halachic shots, and where the shots are 
aimed. But no matter: the spectre of a headlong collision 
between the state, upholding the Law of Return, and the 
rabbinate, committed to halachic purity, was quiedy laid. 

True, there was a little fly in the rabbinical ointment as 
present^ to the prime minister. Problems of personal status 
mi^t stUl arise, and would have to be settled before die 
rabbinical courts, whenever Ethiopians came to them, for 
example, to be married. But the procedure would presumably 
be no different &om that applied in the cases of immigrants 
from Russia or America or, for that matter. Morocco. 

Local Ethiopian leaders hastened to welcome the new 
rabbinical dispensation on the assumption that it would. 

But would it? By nightfall on Tues^y it became clear that it 
would not. Rabbi Av^am Shapira even went on television to 
declare that “nothing has changed” as a result of the arrange- 
ment made with the premier. The Ethiopians were now 
complete Jews for the purpose of burial and IDF service, but- 
their community had been so thoroughly intermingled with the 
gentiles over the centuries that the backgrounds of each and 
every one of them might have to be scrutinized in depth before 
a rabbinical court could certify him or her as being worthy of a 
Jewish marriage. 

Proceeding from this premise, dayanim might be expected to 
demand at least immerrion from aU Etiuopians, and from the 
males bloodletting as well. Hie problem that seemed to have 
been solved has thus only been put off - unless the Ethiopians 
decide to accept the rabl^cai dictate. 

Even so. policy-makets will have to examine the pos^bility 
that the chief rabbinate, just to prove it is colour-blind, will now 
dedde to inflict the same punishment on immigrants from 
So3det Russia who. though most thoroo^y intenmn^ed Tritb 
their gentile neighbours, have so far been free from it. It is a 
troublesome prospect to contemplate at a time when discusrion 
is turning again on the possible renewal of immigratioa from 
the Russian lands. 

If demographic history is to be the guide, nearly all immig- 
rants under the T^w of Return should be treated as “Jews, 
but.” However, they are not likely to allow themselves to be so 
treated.

^ THE ASHKENAZI Am- 
sterdam Community Coun- 
cil by an overwhelming 
majority has d^ded to a.*k for a Din 
Torah or a dedsion by a tribunal of 
outstanding rabbis outside Holland 
about Amsteidam's ^ief Rabbi 
Meir Just. The latter reached the 
pension age several years ago but 
to hand over his position to a 
successor, as in his view a chief rabbi 
is appointed for life even if his con- 
tract is for a limited number of years. 

Recently the Ashkenazi Amster- 
dam Community Coundl appointed 
Rabbi Nathan Auerbach, 35, of 
Jerusalem, as Just's successor as of 
September 1. But the refusal of 
Rabbi Just to hand over all his tasks 
m&kes the arrival of Rabbi Auer- 
bach abHbtful. 


BRITAIN'S oldest pub- 
lishing house is crying to cut 
out smoking asK^ Its staff 
by not paying them for the time they 
spend having a dgarette. 

The Cambridge University Press 
said it introduced the policy after a 
poll among its 200 employees, most 
of them highly qualified academics, 
showed the majority did not want 
smoking in the building. 

Die-hard smokers now have to go 
to a spedal room on the ground floor 
to have a dgarette and are not paid 
for the time they spend there, a 
spokesman for the’ 450-year-old finn 
said. 

The ban has persuaded several 
members of staff to kick the habit, be 
said. 


BANK REFORMS 


tConUnotd from Page One) 

The fact that the banks have a 
near-monopoly on investment 
advice to the public, act as underwri- 
ters. brokers and traders, and have 
their own and their subsidiaries' 
shares prominently represented on 
the market, has long been widely 
perceived as undesirable. However, 
until the bank-share crash, the domi- 
nant position of the banks in the 
cajMCal market prevented miy action. 
Now, it seems, things have changed 
to such an extent that committee 
sources note that taking the role of 
securities advisers away from the 
banks by law is not only accepted by 
the banks themselves, but is actually 
welcomed by some of them. 

Nevertheless, say the sources, this 
issue more than any other divided 
the committee members, particular- 
ly over the problem of implementing 
the divestiture. 

One proposal is to spin-off the 
advisory semces into a separate 
non-banking company under sepa- 
rate management, even if still owned 
ultimately by the same banking 
group. Alternatively, it is suggested 
that this form of divestiture should 
be an initial stage, for five years or 
so, after which a further stage may 
be implemented. 

The committee recommends how 
investment advisers should be 
licensed and on what basis they 
should be examined. 

Another major reform is coming 
up today for approval within the 


Bank of Israel and will shortly be 
sent out in the form of new regula- 
tions from the examiner of banks 
department. Tliis concerns the struc- 
ture, composition, duties and re- 
sponsibilities of boards of directors, 
internal auditors and external 
accountants of banking institutions. 

If tbe full plenum of the Advisory 
Committee on Banking, an officisd 
body that must approve all fun- 
damental changes in the banking 
sector, approves the full document 
today, it \^iil probably go into opera- 
tion during the first half of August 

The scope of the new regulations 
is wide, and they are detailed. They 
seek to lay down bow big bank 
boards should be, what quaUfies or 
disqualifies directora, what their 
duties are, what sub-committees of 
the board must be foimed, what 
topics these sub-committees should 
discuss, and what should go to the 
full board. 

A further set of regulations has 
already been complete but has run 
into opposition fr^ some quarters. 
These concern how mudi banks can 
lend to individual borrowers, or bow 
much a bank can risk of its money. 

Meanwhile, a 1981 law that 
ordered banks to divest themselves 
of holdings in non-banking sub- 
sidiaries is supposed to go into effect 
by September 30. But this has been 
bogged down by opposition in the 
Knesset Law Committee. It now 
seems certain that the deadline on 
this law will have to be set back - for 
the second time. 


THE WEST 


THERE ARE some welcome 
dgos that die U.S. adnamsuadOD has 
realized that the Soviet Union is 
conducting a war against it through 
terrorists operated by its proxies. 
Over a quarter of the 4,000-plus 
terrorist outrages during the last five 
years have been against U.S. targets. 
Most of the rest have against its 

principal allies, Nato powers and 
Israel. The main instnunent in its 
terror war against Western erviliza- 
tioo has been the PLO. 

Over a thousand of its members 
were trained in the US^. They, in 
their turn, trained terrorists 
over 30 different groups from more 
than 20 countries, in bases in Leba- 
non and elsewhere, especially South 
Yemen. Now, Under-Secretary 
Richard Muqdiy is to htdd talks with 
a joint Jordaniao-Palestinian 
National Coundl delegation, whose 
West Bank members were required 
to be approved by Yasser Arafat. 

This only undsrscores the State 
Department pretence that the PNC 
is separate from the PLO. which set 
it up as its governing body. Not only 
is the PNC bound by the notorious 
Palestinian Covenant, which in Aiti- 
de 21 rejects any solution other than 
the total liquidation of Israel, but it is 
the only body empowered to alter or 
amend It. 

The meeting is to be tbe first stage 
of lUngHussein's “peace initiaave,” 
which is to culminate in an mterna- 
tional conference in which die Soviet 
Union, oommuirist <Trina , Syria and 
the PLO are to partidpate. It must 
be dear to eveiyone that the Jorda- 
nian monarch's initiative is a part of 
what President Ronald Reagan, in 
his address to tlM American Bar 
Assodation on July 8, called “a 
pattern of terrorism that has 
strategic implications and political 
goals.” 

Freedom itself was the issue, he 
said, naming the “confederation of 
terrorist states” as Iran. Libya, 
North Korea, Cuba and Nicaragua. 
(Ihe State Department's list re- 
places the last two with Syria and 
South Yemen.) 


THE MESSIAH, according to the 
Talmudic Sage Abbayd (Pesilcta. 
Rabbati 29), is to come on Tisha 
B'Av. Iftfaisviewiscorrect, he won’t 

coming now, as this year tbe ninth 
day of the Jewish month of Av 
on Sfaabbat. (The unliketihood of 
the Messiah’s coming on Sbabbat is 
discussed in Talmud Tractate Eruvin 
43a-b.) 

But even if the fast day fell on die 
right day of the week, Ae Messiah 
would most likely not come this 
Tisba B'Av, notwithstanding the 
numerous sig ns that it is just about 
tbe time for him to come and redeem 
the Jewish people and the rest of 
humanity. The behaviour of certain 
Jews, fr^ all parts of the popula- 
tion, is delaying tbe R^emption. 

Itie signs are discussed mainly in 
Talmud Sanhedrin 97-98 and Sota 
49, but also in other places. Let us 
see what some of these signs are, and 
wlio is preventing their oonsumma- 
tion and, therefcm, the Hnal Rede- 
mption. Here they are, not neces- 
sarily in order of importance. 

For example, we are told that tbe 
Messiah will come either when all of 
us are righteous or when we are all 
guilty. As you read the newspapers, 
hear the news on the radio and see it 
on television, things look up: with all 
that wickedness in the world, just a 
litde extra effort is needed to make 
our generation all guilty and bring 
the Messuh. But no: you nm into

liiis would be the worst mktalcf 
fbe U.S. could make since it joined 
tbe Soviet Union and 63 otbm in-a 
1969 meetix^ of the International 
Red Cross in voting to extend pris- 
oner of war status, protection and 
privileges to terrorists. Hus was re- 
called in a remarkable editorial in ■ 
The Times of London on June 24. 

This “pernidous lack oi distinc- 
tion’’ between a soldier and a ceiror- 
ist, enables the world to be selective 
ab^t what the USSR likes to call 
national liberation movements when 
terrorism is directed against a non- 
communist re^e, says The Times. 

“It is time we broadened our 
nsderstamimg of the fact that terror- 
ism of this kind, whatever its real or 
purported individual character and 
geographic origins, essentially 
knows only one htmtier: that 
tween totalitarianism and liboral 
democruy.” 

The editorial goes os fo claim that 
“any general study of Soviet atti- 
tudes to auod contacts with mtema- 
tional terrorist groups, allied to the 
enormous document^ evidence 
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which was captured in the Lebanon 
in 19^, makes it dear tiiat tbe Sovfet 
Union is the ultimate sponsoring 
agent for the movement interna- 
tional terrorism.” 

“Evidence brought from I^bind 
the Iron Curtain by defectors.” it 
condudes, shows that tbe Soviet 
manipulation of tbe international 
terrorist movement is the huit of 
deca^ of careful planning and in all 
cases the target is the same, the 
democrades m the West. 

WITH THE nuclear balance of 
terror and the higji cost of conven- 
tional warfare and its dangers of 
sparldng a oudear holocaust, the 
Soviets have chosen terrorism as the 
> main method for destabfliziag West- 
ern sodeties and demorafiting tiiem 
with little or no risk to themselves. 
With the help of tbe UN and of the 
“liberation theory” accepted by im- 
portant sectors in foe estaULfoed 
churches, the mass media and 
academia under foe justification of 
decolonization and anti-imperialism 
(never to be applied to foe most 
ruthless of all foe colonialist, im- 
perialist powers, the USSR) the 
Western world has lost its self- 
confidence. 

The extent of the democrades’ 
cowardice, selfishness and greed was' 
demonstrated during the oil crisis. It 
will not be ea^ for the U.S. to get 
their cooperation in combating ter- 
rorism applying joint sanctions 
against the “terrorist states.” This 
can be seen from foe lack of reaction 
to Iraq’s use of chemical warfare; 
Italy's secret agreement with foe 
PLO not to be targets of terrorist 
attacks in return political sup- 
port; the fact that of 270 terrorists 
convicted in Western Europi^and 
many more never brou^t to trial) all 
but five have been released; and 
Israel's unbelievable release of 1 ,150 
terrorists, many of them convicted 
murderers, in for three 

soldiers. 

Only by joint action can teirorism 
be neutralized effectively. For a tima 
at least, the death penalty should 
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also be reintroduced for terrorists 
who have actiJally caused tbe loss of 
innocent lives. A^ terrorism should 
be denied ^litiod victories and the 
opportunity for spreading their 
poiroo to Western public opinion. 

THE U.S. CAN start its war 
against terrorism by withdrawing 
fira the proposed talks with the 
Jordan-PNC delegation. The Camp 
David peace process is open to any ■ 
Arab country wilJing to make peace 
with Israel. 

Meaniriiile, there is no urgency. 

' The Israel-Jordan border is as peace- 
ful and as open as the Israel-Egypt 
border. In Judea, Samaria and ^ 
Gaza District the basis for co- 
existence and lasting peace iS being 
laid by the development of two quite 
separate systems of local govern- 
ment. The Arab inhabitants are 
Jordanian citizens living under 
Jordanian law, with ever closer ties 
with Jordan. Ibe Jewish inhabitants 
are Israelis in all respects. Hieir 
growing villages and neighbour- 
hoods' increase Israel secuiity from 
foreign attack or local terrorism and 
create a need for co-existence.
